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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they include the following reference character(s) not mentioned in the 
description: S7. Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d), or 
amendment to the specification to add the reference character(s) in the description in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(b) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

2. The drawings are objected to because the lone drawing in the application does 
not have a label of "Figure 1". Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 

indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject 

matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claim 3, this claim recites the limitation "open service architecture". 

It is unclear as to what this term refers and there appears to be no explanation in the 

specification. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Dokken (U.S. Pub No. 2003/0225619). Dokkeri teaches a point accumulation and 
redemption method that includes all of the limitations recited in the above claims. 

Regarding claims 1-9, Dokken teaches customers as earning points from 
merchants by making purchases (Paragraphs 0036 and 0039). This transaction takes 
place between a merchant point account and a consumer point account (Paragraph 
0043). Dokken further teaches a credit card as being used to make purchases 
(Paragraph 0009). To make a purchase with a credit card, money is inherently 
transferred between a customer account and a merchant account (with both parties 
being identified, this is taken to read on "open service architecture"). Since the points 
are transferred when a purchase is made, the points are calculated in real time. 
Dokken also teaches the points as being redeemable (used as alternative currency) 
(Paragraph 0039). The points given for a purchase are based on the level (value) of a 
transaction (Paragraph 0037). A consumer must make a transaction to receive loyalty 
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points, and this reads on a calculation based on a number of transactions (that number 
being 1). 

Conclusion
